1* The utilisation for intelligence purposes of information 
in the atomic energy field, has been confused and hampered by the 
controls proposed by statute on "restricted data," This term, as 
defined by the Atomic Energy Cossaiseion, includes all information 
from whatever sources in my way relating to the design, aanu- 
fscture, or utilisation of atmie weapons; production of special 
nuclear material; or the use of special nuclear notarial in the 
production of energy, unless declassified by the Atonic Energy 
Casals sioa. This includes Information £rm foreign sources about 
foreign utilisation and production if it also relates to U, B. 
utilisation and production, 

2, The General Counsel of the Atomic Energy Ccmuissior. has 
informed us that they will not reconsider their definition of 
"restricted data," nor will they accept wording proposed by ns 
which would limit the statutory definition to U. S* information 
or foreign information specifically determined by the Caesaiceion 
to be "restricted data,” They have proposed language in the 
for® of an exemption in the statutory controls on infor&sation. 
These controls are set forth in Chapter 12 of 'the Coasiittee 
Print of the new Atomic Energy Commission legislation now before 
■the Joint Committee, and the Atomic Energy Coaaissioa^s proposal 
would add the following language to section 1A6, which is the 
General Provisions feet ion:

"The provision* of this chapter shall not be cone trued 
ae restricting or limiting the gathering, correlation, 
evaluation, and communication of information concamiag 
the atomic energy programs of other nations as authorised
